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DANA  PRATT  APPOINTED 
DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLISHING 

Librarian  Daniel  J.  Boorstin  has  announced  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Dana  J.  Pratt  as  director  of  publishing 
for  the  Library.  Mr.  Pratt,  who  will  assume  this  im¬ 
portant  post  on  March  15,  brings  broad  publishing 
experience  to  the  Library’s  scholarly  publishing  ac¬ 
tivities. 

Born  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  in  1926,  he  received  a 
bachelor’s  degree  from  Tufts  University  and  after  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  U.S.  Navy  began  his  publishing  career,  first 
selling  Princeton  University  Press  titles  and  then  as 
sales  manager  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Press. 

In  1955  he  joined  the  Franklin  Book  Programs  as 
field  consultant.  In  the  next  four  years  he  traveled 
extensively  for  this  organization,  founded  to  promote 
indigenous  publishing  in  developing  countries,  moving 
from  headquarters  in  New  York  City  to  offices 
abroad  where  books  were  being  produced  and  dis¬ 
tributed. 

In  1959  he  became  staff  associate  -t  the  American 
Book  Publishers  Council,  one  of  the  p  edecessor  orga¬ 
nizations  of  the  Association  of  American  Publishers. 
There  he  worked  with  member  publishers  on  inter¬ 
national  trade,  government  book  programs,  and 
marketing.  Appointed  in  1962  as  the  first  executive 
secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Presses  and  managing  director  of  its  wholly  owned 
subsidiary,  American  University  Press  Services,  Inc.,

NASA  RECORDING  GIVEN  TO  LC 

Robert  A.  Frosch,  administrator  of  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration,  has  presented 
to  The  Librarian  of  Congress  a  copy  of  the  recording 
entitled  “Sounds  of  Earth”  which  was  placed  on  each 
of  the  two  Voyager  spacecraft  launched  to  Jupiter 
and  Saturn.  It  contains  greetings  in  55  languages, 
samples  of  music  from  different  cultures  and  eras, 
and  natural  sounds  of  surf,  wind,  thunder,  birds, 
whales,  and  other  animals.  The  sounds  of  civilization, 
including  footsteps,  heartbeats,  Morse  code,  train 
whistles,  sawing,  tractors,  and  auto  gears,  are  also  re¬ 
corded.  In  addition,  the  disc  contains  electronic  infor¬ 
mation  that  an  advanced  technological  civilization 
could  convert  into  diagrams,  pictures,  and  printed 
words,  including  a  message  from  the  President.  Some 
of  the  musical  portions  of  the  recording  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Included  with  the  disc  were  tape  recordings  and  a 
filmstrip  duplicating  its  contents.  The  disc,  tapes,  and 
filmstrip  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Recorded  Sound 
Section  of  the  Music  Division. 


EASTER  EGG  DECORATING 
DEMONSTRATION  SET  FOR  MARCH  15 

The  American  Folklife  Center  in  the  Library  will 
sponsor  three  free  demonstrations  of  traditional 
Eastern  European  Easter  egg  decorating  on  Wednes- 
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day,  March  15.  The  sessions  will  begin  at  10  a.m.,  12 
noon,  and  2  p.m.  in  the  Library’s  Whittall  Pavilion. 

The  sessions  will  be  conducted  by  Elena  Bradunas 
of  the  center’s  staff  and  Jurij  Dobczansky  of  the  Li¬ 
brary’s  Slavic  and  Central  European  Division.  They 
will  discuss  the  tradition  of  Easter  egg  decorating  and 
explain  the  special  techniques  developed  by  East 
European  folk  artists. 

The  demonstrations  will  focus  on  two  techniques 
practiced  by  Slavic  and  Baltic  ethnic  groups  in  Ameri¬ 
ca.  One  method  imitates  the  batik  process  in  which 
the  design  is  made  by  the  application  of  wax;  the 
other  involves  etching  the  design  with  a  knife. 

Participants  at  the  demonstrations  will  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  observe  the  process  and,  if  time  is  avail¬ 
able,  try  their  hand  at  decorating.  A  14-minute  film 
about  pysanka,  the  Ukrainian  Easter  egg,  will  be 
shown.  Decorated  eggs  and  several  publications  de¬ 
scribing  the  craft  will  be  on  display.  Copies  of  tradi¬ 
tional  folk  designs  will  be  distributed  to  those  who 


wish  to  decorate  eggs  at  home. 

The  American  Folklife  Center  engages  in  the  preser¬ 
vation,  presentation,  and  dissemination  of  American 
folk  cultural  traditions. 

LC  TO  REVIEW  SUBJECT  HEADINGS 

The  Subject  Cataloging  Division  will  spend  this  year 
and  part  of  1979  reviewing  the  existing  subject  head¬ 
ing  list  with  the  view  of  determining  the  most  neces¬ 
sary  changes,  primarily  in  terminology. 

It  is  anticipated  that  changes  will  fall  into  several 
categories,  with  priorities  to  be  established  for  each. 
These  categories  will  include  (1)  the  elimination  of 
obsolete  patterns  of  headings  for  which  the  list  al¬ 
ready  includes  the  preferred  patterns,  such  as  “.  . .  as 
a  profession”  to  “—Vocational  guidance,”  .  .socie¬ 
ties”  to  “—Societies,  etc.,”  and  .  .  research”  to 
“—Research”;  (2)  other  desirable  structural  changes 
which  would  broaden  or  alter  the  standard  subdivi¬ 
sions;  (3)  replacement  of  obsolete  terminology  with 
current  terminology,  including  the  change  from 
“European  War,  1914-1918”  to  “World  War, 
1914-1918,”  the  replacement  of  some  hyphenated 
words  with  their  non-hyphenated  forms  (“Folk-lore” 
to  “Folklore”),  and  modernization  of  spelling;  and 
(4)  changes  required  by  the  adoption  of  AACR  2. 
The  following  examples  are  indicative  of  the  kinds  of 
changes  which  will  be  needed:  “Vienna”  to  “Vienna 
(Austria),”  “New  York  (City)”  to  “New  York 
(N.Y.),”  “Tiziano  Vecelli,  1477-1576”  to  “Titian, 
1477-1576,”  and  “Washington,  George,  Pres.  U.S., 
1732-1799”  to  “Washington,  George,  1732-1799”. 

Suggestions  for  change  are  solicited  from  Library  of 
Congress  staff  and  from  other  librarians. 

Those  wishing  to  suggest  changes  should  determine 
a  priority  order  for  these  changes.  It  is  in  the  area  of 
terminology  in  which  the  Library  is  most  interested 
in  a  ranked  priority  order  of  suggested  changes. 
Changes  should  be  submitted  on  three-by-five  cards, 
one  change  to  a  card.  The  card  should  include  the 
present  heading,  the  suggested  preferred  heading,  a 
number  indicating  priority,  and  the  name  or  institu¬ 
tion  of  the  person  suggesting  the  change.  These  cards 
should  be  submitted  by  June  1  to  the  Chief,  Subject 
Cataloging  Division,  Library  of  Congress,  Washington, 
D.C.  20540.  Suggestioins  for  new  subject  terms  to  be 
created  should  not  be  made  as  part  of  this  project. 
Such  suggestions  should  be  directed  separately  to  the 
Subject  Cataloging  Division. 

The  suggestions  received  will  be  reviewed,  sorted  by 
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proposed  priority  order,  and  analyzed.  The  analysis 
will  result  in  a  tentative  overall  ranking,  which  will  be 
made  available  to  interested  staff  inside  and  outside 
the  Processing  Department  for  review.  Although  it  is 
not  intended  that  majority  vote  will  ensure  that  a 
particular  subject  heading  will  be  changed,  the  most 
desirable  changes,  as  shown  by  suggestions  and  criti¬ 
cisms,  will  be  seriously  considered.  The  usual  con¬ 
straints  of  staff,  time,  space,  and  money,  however, 
will  undoubtedly  prevent  all  suggestions  from  being 
incorporated. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  late  1979  the  Library  will  be 
able  to  prepare  lists  of  changes  which  will  go  into 
effect  in  1980  for  the  use  of  librarians  outside  the 
Library  of  Congress,  and  then  to  produce,  as  soon  as 
possible,  a  new  edition  of  LCSH  that  would  incorpo¬ 
rate  those  changes.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  changes 
would  not  show  up  as  part  of  the  supplement  process 
but  only  in  the  lists  and  in  the  new  edition.

Mr.  Pratt  was  responsible  for  liaison  with  government 
and  foundations,  public  relations,  counselling  new 
presses,  preparation  of  a  quarterly  bibliography  of 
university  press  publications,  and  book  exhibits  at 
scholarly  and  professional  meetings. 

Since  1966  Mr.  Pratt  has  been  assistant  director  of 
Yale  University  Press,  which  publishes  about  90  titles 
a  year  with  a  sales  volume  of  almost  $3  million.  At 
Yale,  where  he  has  had  both  managerial  and  editorial 
responsibilities,  Mr.  Pratt  has  been  especially  con¬ 
cerned  with  marketing,  subsidiary  rights,  list-building, 
budgeting,  financial  analysis,  and  data  processing. 

The  publishing  program  he  will  direct  at  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress  has  a  distinguished  history,  provid¬ 
ing  essential  bibliographic  works  and  prize-winning 
scholarly  books  in  such  categories  as  history,  music, 
geography,  and  the  arts.  The  Library  currently  pub¬ 
lishes,  with  appropriated  funds  and  funds  given  to  the 
Library  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  by  private 
donors  and  foundations,  about  40  new  monographs 
and  200  series  and  journal  titles  each  year,  in  subjects 
that  reflect  the  Library’s  universal  holdings  and  staff 
expertise: 

Anticipating  Mr.  Pratt’s  arrival  on  the  Washington 
scene,  Carol  Nemeyer,  Assistant  Librarian  of  Congress 
for  Public  Education,  said,  “Dana  will  be  a  welcome, 
enthusiastic  colleague  who  brings  considerable  pub¬ 
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lishing  know-how.  He  will  help  us,  through  the  pub¬ 
lishing  program,  illumine  and  exploit  the  Library’s 
preeminent  collections  and  expand  our  efforts  to 
share  information  and  treasures  with  the  Library’s 
many  publics.” 

Mr.  Pratt,  who  will  live  in  the  Washington  area,  will 
be  joined  at  the  close  of  the  New  Haven  school  year 
by  his  wife,  Therese,  and  their  sons,  Benjamin,  12, 
Michael,  16,  and  Joseph,  19. 


FRANCO  GULLI,  ENRICA  CAVALLO 
TO  APPEAR  IN  SPECIAL  CONCERT 

On  Friday  evening,  March  24,  violinist  Franco  Gulli 
and  pianist  Enrica  Cavallo  will  perform  a  concert  for 
the  invited  guests  of  the  McKim  Fund  in  the  Library 
of  Congress. 

Mr.  Gulli  was  well  known  to  Americans  through  his 
recordings  before  he  first  performed  in  this  country 
in  1968-69.  In  the  United  States,  as  in  Europe,  he  has 
performed  as  guest  soloist  with  many  of  the  leading 
orchestras.  In  February,  he  appeared  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  Symphony  Orchestra  under  the  direction  of 
Mstislav  Rostropovich.  He  has  recorded  extensively 
and  won  the  coveted  Grand  Prix  du  Disc  for  his  rendi¬ 
tion  of  Mendelssohn’s  Violin  Concerto.  Mr.  Gulli  has 
taught  at  the  Accademia  in  Siena,  Italy,  and  at  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  in  Lucerne,  Switzerland.  In 
1972,  he  was  appointed  professor  of  music  at  the 
Indiana  University  School  of  Music. 

Enrica  Cavallo  (Mrs.  Franco  Gulli)  has  also  per¬ 
formed  throughout  Europe  as  performer  and  lecturer, 
frequently  with  her  husband.  Before  coming  to 
Indiana  University  she  was  professor  of  piano  at  the 
Milan  Conservatory.

COPYRIGHT  STAFF  CONCLUDES 
TRAINING  SERIES  IN  NEW  LAW 

Copyright  Office  staff  training  in  the  provisions  of 
the  new  copyright  law  has  had  high  priority  in  the 
office’s  preparations  for  implementation  of  the  law 
that  became  fully  effective  on  January  1.  Early  in 
1977  Marybeth  Peters,  recently  appointed  chief  of 
the  Information  and  Reference  Division  (then  senior 
attorney-adviser),  was  designated  as  coordinator  of 
training  on  the  new  law. 

A  course  consisting  of  15  sessions  was  planned 
covering  the  legislative  history,  duration  of  copyright, 
eligibility,  subject  matter,  ownership  and  transfers  of 
ownership,  scope  of  exclusive  rights  and  some  limita¬ 
tions  on  those  rights,  compulsory  license  require¬ 
ments,  termination  of  transfers  and  licenses,  notice  of 
copyright,  deposit  and  registration  provisions,  manu¬ 
facturing  and  importation  requirements,  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  provisions.  The  detailed  presentations 
considered  complicated  issues  of  renewal,  changes  in 
performing  rights,  the  various  guidelines  developed  by 
interested  groups  and  included  in  the  House  and 
Conference  reports,  the  provisions  for  fair  use  and 
special  requirements  concerning  sound  recordings, 
cable  television  transmissions,  public  broadcasting, 
and  other  diversified  questions  about  which  the  staff 
must  be  cognizant. 

The  full  training  was  available  to  every  member  of 
the  Copyright  Office  staff  and  was  required  of  staff  in 


certain  jobs.  Staff  members  were  assigned  to  groups 
of  20  to  30,  and  each  group  met  in  one-and-one-half- 
hour  sessions  once  a  week  from  March  1,  1977, 
through  June  30,  1977.  Make-up  sessions  were  avail¬ 
able  tlarough  the  use  of  videotape.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  course,  a  comprehensive  examination  was  given 
and  training  certificates  were  distributed  to  all  those 
completing  the  course.  Staff  members  whose  work 
did  not  require  study  of  the  complete  law  had  an 
opportunity  to  enroll  in  a  shorter  course  of  seven 
sessions.  The  in-depth  training  was  so  comprehensive 
that  enthusiastic  graduates  honored  the  coordinator 
at  a  staff  party  at  the  conclusion  of  the  series.

The  fourth  edition  of  the  LC  Classification  Outline 
is  in  press  and  is  expected  to  be  available  for  distribu¬ 
tion  within  three  months.  Previously  revised  and  up¬ 
dated  on  an  irregular  basis,  the  outline,  starting  with 
this  issue,  will  be  updated  and  published  every  two 
years. 

The  outline  provides  a  key  to  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  classification  system  at  a  level  between  the  de¬ 
tail  of  the  schedules  themselves,  which  comprise  33 
published  volumes,  and  the  captions  of  the  subclasses, 
which  number  218.  The  outline  has  several  applica¬ 
tions.  It  is  a  portable  guide  for  browsing  through 
book  stacks  and  a  useful  condensation  for  teaching 
the  arrangement  of  the  system.  It  aids  librarians  in 
selecting  the  proper  schedules  needed  to  catalog  their 
own  collections  and  it  is  a  convenient  tool  for  search¬ 
ing  machine  files  of  bibliographic  records  by  classifi¬ 
cation.  Since  it  does  not,  however,  contain  all  number 
spans  in  a  given  subclass,  it  cannot  be  used  as  an 
abridgement  of  the  system  for  purposes  of  simplified 
classification. 

In  the  past,  copies  of  the  outline  were  provided  free 
upon  request  in  limited  quantities  (up  to  50)  and 
were  sold  at  a  charge  of  ten  cents  each  for  additional 
copies.  Increases  in  the  costs  of  labor,  printing,  and 
postage  in  the  past  few  years  have  made  it  impossible 
to  continue  this  policy;  therefore,  the  fourth  edition 
will  be  priced  at  $1  for  single  copies  and  at  lower 
rates  in  multiples  of  five.

CATALOG  CODE  REVISION  COMMITTEE 

John  Byrum,  chairman  of  this  committee  (CCRC), 
convened  its  single  session  on  Sunday  evening,  Janu¬ 
ary  22.  After  introductions  and  a  consideration  of 
minutes  from  the  committee’s  August  1977  meeting, 
Ben  R.  Tucker,  Library  of  Congress  representative  to 
CCRC,  gave  his  report,  summarized  as  follows:  Paul 
Winkler  and  Michael  Gorman,  joint  editors  of  the 
second  edition  of  the  Anglo-American  Cataloguing 
Rules  (AACR  2),  have  completed  their  final  review  of 
the  entire  text  of  the  rules,  and  this  text  has  now 
been  delivered  to  the  publishers.  The  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  has  begun  work  on  the  planning  necessary  dur¬ 
ing  the  two-year  period  that  will  precede  the  freezing 
of  the  existing  card  catalog  on  January  2,  1980.  The 
Library  has  also  developed  preliminary  recommenda¬ 
tions  on  most  of  AACR  2’s  options  as  an  aspect  of 
planning  for  the  adoption  of  these  rules  at  the  same 
time  as  the  existing  card  catalog  is  frozen.  Michael 
Fitzgerald,  chairman  of  the  Cataloging  and  Classifica¬ 
tion  Section  Descriptive  Cataloging  Committee, 
reported  on  the  activities  of  his  committee,  chiefly 
the  current  enterprise  to  coordinate  a  revision  of  the 
Burmese  romanization  table  as  prompted  by  the 
Association  for  Asian  Studies’  Committee  on  Re¬ 
search  Materials  on  Southeast  Asia  (CORMOSEA). 
Following  these  preliminaries,  CCRC  recorded  an 
expression  of  gratitude  to  Carol  Kelm,  who  recently 
resigned  as  RTSD  executive  secretary,  for  the  many 
services  which  she  performed  for  the  group  and  for 
her  dedication  to  the  administrative  aspects  of  the 
code  revision  project  as  a  whole.  The  chairman  next 
asked  the  committee  to  consider  a  proper  disposition 
of  its  archives.  After  some  discussion,  he  appointed 
CCRC  member  Helen  Schmierer  to  head  a  small  team 
that  will  review  CCRC  material  and  identify  that  part 
of  it  which  merits  retention  for  future  reference.  A 
decision  as  to  the  proper  disposition  of  this  material 
will  follow  the  conclusion  of  the  team’s  work  at 
identifying  the  scope  of  the  archives. 

The  committee  concluded  its  meeting  by  discussing 
the  official  introductory  program  proposed  for 


AACR  2.  At  the  chairman’s  request,  CCRC  member 
Doralyn  J.  Hickey  had  redrafted  the  project  state¬ 
ment,  which  encompases  three  steps:  (1)  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  package  of  instructional  materials  on 
AACR  2  (videotapes  supplemented  by  slide— tape  or 
sound— filmstrips  presentations),  (2)  a  primary  semi¬ 
nar  and  workshop  designed  to  test  the  instructional 
package  and  to  train  resource  personnel  for  subse¬ 
quent  regional  workshops,  and  (3)  organization  of 
regional  and  special  workshops.  After  consideration 
of  many  details,  the  committee  agreed  to  submit  the 
project  statement  to  the  RTSD  Board  of  Directors 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  form  an  ad  hoc 
committee  with  membership  drawn  from  CCRC  and 
the  Cataloging  and  Classification  Section,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  implementing  the  program  to  the  fullest  ex¬ 
tent  possible.  [Ben  R.  Tucker ] 

ROLE  OF  THE  PROFESSIONAL  IN 
TECHNICAL  SERVICES  DISCUSSION  GROUP 

The  role  of  the  Professional  in  Academic  Research 
Technical  Services  Departments  Discussion  Group 
met  on  Monday,  January  23.  The  meeting  was 
chaired  by  Arnold  Hirshon,  head  of  OCLC  Catalog¬ 
ing,  Wayne  State  University  Library,  Detroit.  The 
first  order  of  business  was  to  appoint  a  new  chairman. 
Robert  Holley,  assistant  to  head,  Catalog  Depart¬ 
ment,  Yale  University  Library,  volunteered  and  was 
appointed  beginning  with  the  ALA  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  in  June. 

The  focal  point  for  this  meeting  of  the  discussion 
group  was  automation  in  technical  services.  Mr.  Hir¬ 
shon  pointed  out  that  in  his  experience  in  cataloging 
at  Wayne  State,  the  library’s  participation  in  OCLC 
has  changed  the  nature  of  the  original  cataloger’s 
position.  The  original  cataloger,  in  addition  to  cata¬ 
loging,  has  more  supervisory  responsibilities,  because 
of  the  increased  use  of  paraprofessionals  hired  to  do 
searching  and  input  cataloging.  Several  participants 
reported  that  their  cataloging  staffs  were  divided  into 
subject  areas  with  the  advent  of  on-line  shared  cata¬ 
loging. 

There  was  a  split  in  the  group  over  the  amount  of 
work  remaining  to  be  cataloged  by  professionals. 
Some  libraries  reported  that  they  have  almost  no 
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original  cataloging  to  be  done  once  they  have  access 
to  an  on-line  shared  cataloging  system.  Other  libraries 
have  used  the  opportunity  to  catalog  serials  and  non¬ 
book  materials,  which  previously  had  not  received 
cataloging.  Research  libraries  with  very  specialized 
collections  have  not  felt  the  impact  of  reduced  work 
load  brought  on  by  on-line  shared  cataloging.  Quality 
standards  prevent  some  libraries  from  using  shared 
cataloging,  hence  work  load  has  not  changed  so 
dramatically. 

Acquisitions  has  also  been  affected  by  automation. 
There  was  much  dissatisfaction  expressed  by  partici¬ 
pants  who  work  with  existing  automated  acquisitions 
systems.  The  objections  included  limited  access 
points.  The  participants  felt  that  the  major  design 
errors  were  caused  by  lack  of  consultation  with  li¬ 
brarians. 

The  effect  of  automation  on  professionalism  in 
technical  services  was  also  discussed.  In  terms  of 
acquisitions,  the  participants  disagreed  as  to  whether 
the  professional  should  be  a  librarian.  The  arguments 
for  the  professional  librarian  in  the  automated  acqui¬ 
sition  system  touched  on  several  points,  including  the 
need  to  communicate  with  other  librarians  and  the 
fact  that  book  selection  is  still  a  part  of  some  acquisi¬ 
tions  operations. 

The  group  also  explored  the  subjects  of  faculty 
status,  upward  mobility,  and  standards  for  promo¬ 
tion.  The  concern  about  upward  mobility  was  that,  in 
most  libraries,  the  stepping-stone  to  management 
positions  is  through  supervisory  positions.  Some  felt 
that  there  should  be  other  routes  for  advancement. 
The  prevailing  opinion  on  cataloging  standards  was 
that  the  quality  of  the  work  was  the  most  important 
factor. 

Mr.  Hirshon  closed  the  meeting  with  a  request  for 
suggestions  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  discussion 
group  at  the  Annual  Conference.  One  idea  was 
unionization.  Further  suggestions  may  be  sent  to 
Arnold  Hirshon,  Purdy  Library,  Catalog  Department, 
Wayne  State  University,  Detroit,  Mich.

AUDIOVISUAL  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  met  on  Monday  morning,  January 
23,  with  Shirley  Lewis  presiding.  The  chair  clarified 
with  those  present  the  committee’s  composition,  in¬ 
cluding  representatives  who  attend  meetings  as  con¬ 
sultants  from  other  concerned  groups  such  as  the 
Canadian  Library  Association,  Music  Library  Associa¬ 
tion,  ISAD  Audiovisual  Section,  the  CCS  Cataloging 
of  Children’s  Materials  Committee,  the  Association 


for  Educational  Communications  Technology,  and 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

Referring  to  the  function  of  the  committee,  which 
was  established  in  1973,  the  members  discussed  vari¬ 
ous  ways  in  which  the  committee  could  fulfill  its  mis¬ 
sion.  It  was  agreed  that  it  should  try  to  be  the  RTSD 
liaison  with  related  committees  within  and  ^utside 
ALA  on  matters  falling  within  the  division’s  responsi¬ 
bility.  The  committee  could  act  as  a  clearinghouse  for 
audiovisual  bibliographic  information,  initiate  the 
publication  of  the  information  received  in  such  jour¬ 
nals  as  Library  Resources  &  Technical  Services  and 
Journal  of  Library  Automation,  act  as  a  catalyst  not 
only  to  make  recommendations  but  to  determine  that 
they  are  implemented,  and  make  ALA/RTSD  aware 
of  new  developments  in  audiovisual  formats  which 
require  bibliographic  control.  Mrs.  Lewis  agreed  to 
work  out  procedures  for  implementing  the  sugges¬ 
tions  of  committee  members.  It  was  determined  she 
will  ask  the  RTSD  secretariat  to  forward  to  her  any 
reports  of  committees  referring  to  audiovisual  ma¬ 
terials. 

Mrs.  Lewis  referred  to  a  communication  she  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Membership  Committee  of  the  Video 
and  Cable  Communications  Section  of  ISAD  explain¬ 
ing  that  the  committee  is  collecting  information  from 
other  committees  in  ALA  concerned  with  video  and 
cable  television,  a  subject  that  the  RTSD  Audiovisual 
Committee  is  not  addressing  at  this  time.  She  also 
referred  to  a  memo  sent  to  the  former  chairman  of 
the  committee  regarding  nonmusic  sound  recordings. 
To  a  recommendation  to  include  nonmusic  sound  re¬ 
cordings  in  the  Library  of  Congress  published  catalog 
Films  and  Other  Materials  for  Projection,  the  Library 
noted  that  this  catalog  is  produced  from  MARC  tapes 
and  that  not  until  sound  recordings  are  input  into  the 
MARC  system  can  the  Library  of  Congress  consider 
this  suggestion. 

Expressing  concern  over  tire  various  glossaries  being 
prepared  with  terms  referring  to  audiovisual  ma¬ 
terials,  the  members  present  emphasized  the  need  for 
an  updated  ALA  glossary  which  would  include  the 
terminology  associated  with  recent  technology  and 
nonprint  materials. 

Two  representatives  from  the  Bibliographic  Cita¬ 
tions  for  Media  Format  Committee  of  the  ACRL 
Community  and  Junior  College  Libraries  Section  ex¬ 
plained  they  were  attending  the  meeting  in  order  to 
identify  the  names  of  media  which  would  be  used  in 
the  second  edition  of.  the  Anglo-American  Cata¬ 
loguing  Rules  (AACR  2). 

Because  rules  for  cataloging  holograms  are  not  to 
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be  included  in  AACR  2,  the  committee  discussed 
what  approach  should  be  taken  to  develop  the  rules 
and  to  provide  bibliographic  control  for  this  material. 
It  was  agreed  the  committee  should  cooperate  with 
the  RTSD  Descriptive  Cataloging  Committee  and  the 
ISAD  Audiovisual  Section  in  providing  sessions  at  fu¬ 
ture  ALA  meetings  to  discuss  holograms,  data  bases, 
and  „iuer  developing  media,  and  the  problems  asso¬ 
ciated  with  their  bibliographic  control. 

Anne  Markey,  representing  the  Cataloging  of  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Materials  Committee  of  the  Cataloging  and 
Classification  Section,  wrote  that  even  though  she 
could  not  attend  thA  committee  meeting,  she  was 
concerned  about  hastening  the  inclusion  of  audio¬ 
visual  materials  in  the  Cataloging  in  Publication  Pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  committee 
recommended  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Processing 
Department  of  the  Library  endorsing  this  view. 

Dena  Epstein,  president  of  the  Music  Library 
Association,  suggested  the  Library  of  Congress 
accept  audiovisual  cataloging  data  from  outside 
libraries  as  it  does  now  for  music,  cataloging  copy 
which  is  printed  in  the  published  catalog  Music, 
Books  on  Music,  and  Sound  Recordings.  It  was 
again  noted,  however,  that  the  published  catalog 
Films  and  Other  Materials  for  Projection  is 
produced  from  MARC  tapes. 

Randolph  Call  discussed  problems  confronted  by 
OCLC,  Inc.,  in  providing  input  formats  for  paintings 
and  similar  materials.  Vivian  Schrader,  Library  of 
Congress,  pointed  out  that  the  Library  is  currently 
studying  the  MARC  formats  to  determine  how  the 
requirements  for  cataloging  records  provided  for  in 
AACR  2  can  be  accommodated  in  these  formats. 

Vivian  Schrader  also  reported  that  the  Library  of 
Congress  is  considering  a  policy  of  cataloging  only  the 
nonprint  item  in  hand,  such  as  a  motion  picture  or 
sound  recording,  and  no  longer  listing  in  the  physical 
description  all  other  versions  available,  even  when 
they  are  not  in  the  Library’s  collections.  The  commit¬ 
tee  agreed  that  the  recommendation  was  acceptable, 
provided  other  libraries  could  still  include  more  than 
one  format  on  a  card  if  this  is  the  method  that  cata¬ 
loging  agency  would  chose  to  describe  materials  in 
their  collections.  [  Vivian  L.  Schrader ] 

RESOURCES  SECTION  ACQUISITION  OF 
LIBRARY  MATERIALS  DISCUSSION  GROUP 

Sara  Heitshu  of  the  University  of  Michigan  chaired 
the  midwinter  meeting  of  the  discussion  group.  Three 


topics  were  discussed  under  the  direction  of  a  leader 
who  presented  the  situation  as  reflected  in  the  acqui¬ 
sitions  profession  on  a  current  basis.  Barry  Fast  of 
Taylor-Carlisle  described  the  work  of  the  American 
National  Standards  Institute  (ANSI)  committee  for 
standard  order  forms.  In  the  discussion  following  his 
presentation,  comments  were  made  by  both  librarians 
and  book  vendors.  The  problem  of  developing  the 
form  is  compounded  by  the  need  for  the  form  to  be 
usable  both  for  manual  and  automated  systems,  to 
cover  all  forms  of  materials  ordered,  and  to  fulfill 
varied  needs  on  content  and  location  on  the  form. 
The  problem  of  form  size  and  location  on  the  form  of 
needed  items  are  two  important  problems  in  its  final 
development.  It  is  hoped  the  proposed  form  will  be 
circulated  among  librarians  before  the  final  draft  is 
completed  in  the  spring  of  1978. 

Henry  Yapel  of  Michigan  State  University  described 
his  library’s  experience  in  attempting  to  obtain  out- 
.  .-pn  it  books  through  TAAB.  The  high  quotations 
and  lack  of  response  were  generally  deplored  by  the 
..roup,  although  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  high  cost 
of  out-of-print  books  probably  reflects  today’s  high 
prices  for  new  books.  Severn  participants  suggested 
that  giving  lists  of  needed  out-ol-prmt  books  to  com¬ 
petent  dealers  is  often  both  more  effective  in  num¬ 
bers  obtained  and  in  prices  quoted. 

Dana  Alessi  of  the  University  of  Houston  described 
the  state  contract  for  current  domestic  imprints  as 
administered  in  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  problems 
caused  by  the  system.  While  the  system  has  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  high  discounts,  many  low  discount  books 
are  not  supplied  by  the  jobber  and  must  be  reordered 
later  from  another  vendor.  The  use  of  one  jobber 
reduces  the  amount  of  clerical  help  needed  as  the 
decision  process  is  greatly  reduced  and  the  number  of 
separate  orders  can  be  cut.  Participants  from  other 
states  with  contracts  commented  on  the  situation  in 
their  own  libraries.  The  consensus  of  the  group  was 
that  service  must  be  considered  rather  than  merely 
discount  alone  and  that  libraries  should  try  to  work 
with  the  state  agencies  administering  the  bid  proce¬ 
dures  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  needs  of 
the  libraries  and  fo  gain  better  contracts  through  im¬ 
proved  specifications. 

There  was  a  brief  discussion  of  plans  for  a  1980 
acquisitions  preconference.  The  hope  was  voiced  that 
it  might  be  held  on  a  college  campus  rather  than  in 
the  convention  hotel  atmosphere.
